NORTHLAND STARTS ANOTHER STRAIGHT-UP SEASON 

The Seattle-Tacoma area in Washington State is to the Northwest what 
Los Angeles is to the south, in terms of motorcycle enthusiasts per square 
mile. From the seacoast to the Cascade Mountains, to the high, green desert 
allthe way toIdaho, the motorcycle riders of Washington, over 70,000 of them, 
are enjoying their wheels the year around. Seattle, we are told, recently sur- 
passed Los Angeles in population growth rate. 

Last week the Northwest season officially opened with the Northwest 
Cycle Show in Seattle. This year the show was promoted by Bill McDonell, 
who also publishes the Northwest Hot Line (*the monthly newspaper with the 
personal touch”). AS shows go, it was a good one, deserving of far greater 
support by the national distributors. Its setting, under the famous Space 
Needle, next door to the Seattle Grand Opera, was a perfect showcase for the 
image of motorcycling. The support of local clubs, dealers and accessory 
manufacturers was enough to make it a success. The show attracted a larger 
crowd, it seemed, than last year and the displays represented nearly the 
whole spectrum of motorcycle color. (See report next week in Cycle News). 

Washington State annually breeds the top TT riders in the nation. The 
Moto-Cross boom that is sweeping the country doesn't seem to have quite 
taken hold in the Northwest yet, even though a big one was recently held 
there. When it does, we predict that the Northwest will produce some of 
America's best Moto-Cross stars. 

In the mountainous Cle Elum area 1% hours from Seattle, even a casual 
day's trail riding turns up & hundred rough, roaring, trail racers who could 
give Joel and Torsten a pretty good chase. The stamina and courage neces- 
sary for a hundred miles of fast riding the *terra softa" of the Cascades. will 
test one’s mettle real good, leaving you exhilirated and exhausted... and your 
scooter a muddy mess, 

Washington's real racing season never stops. People get used to the oc- 
casional showers and ràcing both indoors and outdoors thrives the year 
around. The state suffers from a scarcity of good race promoters, but the clubs 
manage to throw more professional TT races in AMA District 22 (Washington 
& Oregon) than anywhere else.

Sales of motorcycles seemed to decrease this year when Washington’s 
compulsory helmet law went into effect, but off-the-road business has more 
than taken up the slack. The American Civil Liberties Union, that watchdog 
standing guard over the Bill of Rights, is now involved in repealing the hated 
helmet stricture on the grounds that it violates the 9th Amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution. While the helmet ticketees and their lawyers argue cases in 
higher and higher courts, the process is expensively borne by the ACLU. And 
meanwhile policemen continue issuing tickets with bonds ranging from $8 to 
$45 for riding with naked noggins. 

About 30 Washingtonians have joined the Washington Motorcyclists’ De- 
fense league which charges that “the law was passed without any public 
hearing... the result of federal pressure.” The League is circulating petitions 
that request the legislature to reconsider the law and, hopefully, repeal it.

With the TT being the first program to 
run off, the 100cc class was upset by 
Ray Vanderpool up from San Diego on a 
Yamaha who decided to doa little cherry- 
picking and entered in the Junior class. 
As he made a clean sweep of his heat 
and the Trophy Dash it was apparent 
that here was a rider who should be in 
the Senior class. But can you imagine 
his embarrassment when he was beaten 
in the Main Event by a true Junior rider: 
Gary Scott from Baldwin Park on a 
Honda triumphed in the Main for Junior 
riders with Vanderpool coming in second, 
Third place was Lloyd Quintard from 
Long Beach on a Kawasaki with Hodaka- 
mounted Richard Ray coming across in 
fourth.

The results of this Main Event 
might have had a different note haditnot 
have been for a spill in the first corner 
by hard-riding Mike Lane from Bakers- 
field on his Hodaka, Mike is a constant 
up-front competitor and he is a smooth 
rider also, but he got a little over- 
anxious in the first corner and lost it, 
As he was by himself, and it was not an 
accident caused by another rider, the 
race was not re-started, but Mike re- 
mounted and rode his best to catch up, 
but the distance was too great, and he 
had to settle for sixth place. 

The 250cc Main saw a battle going 
between Gary Bailey on the Greeves, 
Eric Olesen on the Bultaco and Lee 
Stumpenhaus on a Bultaco. After the dust 
had cleared and the flag had dropped for 
the finish, it was Gary for the win, but 
Lee had made a bid for second as he 
came out of the last corner and he moved 
up on Eric right at the line for an almost 
photo-finish, but he didn't make his bid 
quite soon enough as Eric beat him 
across the line by about a foot, Fourth 
place went to Robert Potts on a BSA, 
Showing a marked improvement over his 
last two efforts here.

SCRAMBLIN’ AROUND 
PERRIS VALLEY M.C.

We would like to hazard a guess that 
anyone who was at Perris Sunday, Febru- 
ary 25 has rarely been through a longer 
day or one that turned out to be more 
miserable.

or tiddly-winks but we are all saddened 
when one of us does go from our scene, 

Now. To get to the good things of the 
day. We are not intending to write & 
Story blasting the Perris Valley M,C,or 
the track owner from here to hell, There 
are always things on the other side of 
the story. Well aware that their club is 
undermanned, Perris Valley asked for 
and was promised help from the Haw- 
thorne Gophers, another club having 
membership difficulties. Ten Gophers 
said they would show; only three did, so 
there was Perris Valley with a huge 
turn-out of 332 riders and about seven 
people to throw it. The Gophers who did 
show worked hard; one who was riding 
stood his turn in-between races with a 
red flag and we'll say again that very 
often the loudest complaints came from 
riders who won't belong to a club but 
who can't get it through their thick heads 
that without clubs they wouldn't have the 
A.M.A, point system going for them, So 
when they bitch we figure that unless 
they are willing to stand on a corner and 
work or set up heat boards, they don’t 
have much room to yell!

On to the racing side of the day...we’ll 
comment...bike swapping took place (it 
usually does but this time it was more 
noticeable) and one hot-shot was ob- 
served using a heavyweight number that 
really belongs to someone who has prob- 
ably forgotten more about racing than 
the youngster has yet learned although 
this one is destined for the top...Fred 
Edwards won both the 100cc Expert class 
and the 250 aboard Yamahas while his 
Yamaha team-mate Keith Mashburn had 
a bad day...first his ride didn’t material- 
ize as expected then in practice a Novice 
did a goofy thing by pulling off the track 
at the wrong place and Keith, who had 
already set up his next turn and was 
committed hit the other rider with con- 
siderable force, flew over the handlebars 
and knocked himself silly for a few 
minutes — not to mention the remodeling

Improving With Age 


Mert Lawwill, like Van Leeuwen, ap- 
pears to be getting better with age. He 
now has a second and a third in the only 
two TT outings this year, Cal Rayborn 
continues to improve, and surprise. Cal 
led the Houston National and then ran in 
the first five all the way last Sunday. He 
is not noted for his short track and TT 
ability. 

Dan Haaby and Gene Romero have also 
switched to H-D and will be even bigger 
threats on the half-mile than they are on 
the TT track. They have Mel Lacher to 
back them up when oval time comes, 

This is not to say that Triumph and 
their many riders are not still the 
masters of the TT but it does show that 
there is somebody who is willing to chal- 
lenge. Everybody, except cycle fans, 
love a parade. H-D has its work cut out 
for them but Triumph now at least has 
a challenger. 

Tag Northerner Mark Brelsfordas the 
Amateur to watch in TT racing this sea- 
son, He put together 15 near-perfect laps 
to win the semi over many Experts but 
the lack of experience showed up when he 
was dumped in with the best in the 
world for the big one, Time and experi-

Hammer Hauled 


Best come-from-behind ride in the 
100-lapper was turned in by Dick Ham- 
mer, A super slow time trial stuffed 
him so far back in the lineup that the 
front row would have had to phone him 
long distance.

ANSWER: Those plates did signify a 

Novice rider on probation. 
If a rider had a bad record of numer- 
ous accidents at previous events or 
a record that in any way showed he 
might be detrimental to the sport his 
was given the redplate and was kept 
under constant surveillance. 

The plate was alsoissued to first 
year Ascot Novices that had previ- 
ous experience in sportsman racing. 
Some areas that riders arrived from 
were without district chapters and 
sportsman events. Thus the rider 
was allowed to compete but was 
under the ever watchful eye of A/M.A. 
officials. 

The rider was given a regulation 
plate when a ‘specific number of 
points were earned, or if he was 
“promoted” by a competition member 
of the A.M.A.

QUESTION: 7 have a 1966 Ducati 

Diana Mk III. My hus- 
band changed it to battery for awhile 
and when he put it back on the mag, 
the way it came, it refused to run 
right. It cuts out very badly and just 
will not turn on. 1 know of another 
Ducati with the same problem. Both 
have been checked out completely, 
by a qualified mechanic, but no luck! 
Back on batteryseverything is fine. 
What could be wrong? G. E. A. —Ontar- 
io, Calif. 


ANSWER: Your Ducati is not com- 

pletely checked out! If a 
mechanic has made visual and sys- 
tematic tune up or installation checks 
and has found nothing wrong, yet is 
aware that the machine is not run- 
ning properly he should not throw in 
the towel and call it quits. 

There are many things that could 
be wrong that simple bench and idle 
running checks will not solve. The 
magneto windings could have a bro- 
ken series of windings that are not 
visible from the outer shellacked 
coils and breakdown only when warm 
or under load. The same condition 
could exist in the condenser. Find 
a mechanic or dealer who will sys- 
tematically plug in new units until 
the culprit is located and eliminated! 


QUESTION: J would like to know 

what you think about 
Parillas. If you have an opinion I 
would be glad to accept it on what- 
everyou think about them. Could you 
give me some idea on how the Wild- 
cat, Grandsport or 175cc run. D.M.— 
Galena, Ill. 


ANSWER: Thanks for your faith in 

our judgment, but there 
isn’t much of a problem in placing 
anopinion on the“Vanishing Breed”. 
Parilla. 

There are no distributors or deal- 
ers in this Western half of the U.S. 
Only two ex-dealers are in existence 
that I know of, that still have any 
parts left in stock, for repairs. 

All the Parilla models that I have 
had experience with were cranky, 
ill-tempered little “#@#—'s. Maybe 
that’s why I really down deep, had a 
spot in my heart for the Grandsport 
I almost purchased, until it tore a 
chunk out of my ankle on a kick 
start!

TRADE ASSOCIATION WILL TAKE 
DEALERS FOR LEGISLATION FUNDS 


An opportunity for concerted action by 
the various elements of the motorcycle 
business is the basis of a new program 
being launched by the industry’s trade 
association, 

In an announcement following the Feb- 
ruary 14th meeting in Anaheim, Califor- 
nia, the Motorcycle, Scooter and Allied 
Trades Association revealed that its 
Board of Directors had authorized crea- 
tion of a new ‘‘Associate Member”’ cate- 
gory restricted to retail motorcycle 
dealers. William E, Kennedy, MS&ATA 
president, said that dealers throughout 
the country will be receiving complete 

‘information concerning associate mem- 
bership in the near future. 


Kennedy stated that the purpose of the 
program was to enable the industry as a 
whole to undertake badly needed, com- 
prehensive national programs this year. 
He said that, if the dealers respond 
favorably, the MS&ATA would be able to

act forcefully on such vital federal and 
state issues as motorcycle driver edu- 
cation, restrictive legislation, safety 
education and vehicle standards, Previ- 
ously, the association had only one 
category of membership consisting of 
manufacturers and distributors of 
motorcycles, scooters, component parts, 
accessories and trade magazines. 

The MS&ATA president explained that 
the board's decision to establish the new 
class of membership was based on the 
belief that manufacturers and distribu- 
tors have the same general goals as 
retail dealers and joint action will have 
beneficial effect at all levels, 

Dealers will receive membership in- 
formation material, including details of 
the program, a document explaining the 
role of trade associations such as the 
MS&ATA, and an application for associ- 
ate membership, 

May ist has been set as the deadline 
for 1968 dealer memberships,

DETAILS ON NEW DIST. 37 
MOTO-CROSS DIVISION 


By Lynn Wineland 


Following the brief announcement at 
the February Sports Committee meeting 
on the first of the month, District 37 
officers did not allow any grass to grow 
beneath their feet; a new division, rank- 
ing equally with Scrambles and Desert 
has been created for Moto-Cross. 

A separate Sports Committee card 
and number will be required and a host 
of new rules have been established to 
make the events highly competitive and 
exciting for both riders and spectators. 

Heading up the special committee ap- 
pointed by President Ron Sloan was new 
Competition Committee member Dave 
Lewis, who will take over asStewardfor 
the new Moto-Cross Division, issuing 
numbers and keeping points, Others 
serving were Yale Camp, Vice- President 
Lynn Wineland and Ron Sloan, Paul Hunt 
was called in as an advisor because of 
his European and Australian moto-cross 
experience, After the intitial drafts were 
completed the outline was submitted to 
the Competition Committee and then the 
Board of Directors, both groups unani- 
mously in favor of acceptance. 

The total rules as first established 
will appear in the 1968 edition of the 
District 37 Rulebook which is supple- 
mentary to the National AMA Rulebook. 
Moto-Cross is already an established 
event with AMA for sportsman competi- 
tion, appearing on page 95 as Article 
XXVII in the rulebook. Most general rules 
for safety and machine technicalities ap- 
ply to the new Moto-Cross Division in 
District 37, but several new ones have 
been instituted. Briefly, the following 
will apply: 

The course will be no longer than 
1-1/2 miles in circuit, having a separate 
starting and staging area. It will be de- 
signed to have highest spectator access 
and appeal, as well as challenging to 
the rider. It will be fully fenced, rib- 
boned, or roped off for safety and defini- 
tion of boundaries. Courses must be 
approved by a Moto-Cross Committee 
appointed by the District 37 President, 

To encourage the use of printed pro- 
grams and allow notification of over- 
subscription, entries will be by mail only 
and close 14 days prior to the event, A 
limit of 50 riders will be imposed for 
each event (moto). Rider classification 
will be as usual (Novice, Amateur and 
Expert) and riders will be graded as to 
their current highest classification, for 
Moto-Cross, 

Motorcycle classification takes on a 
new look, with four divisions, each of 
which races separately. Breakdowns are: 
I. 0-175cc, II. 176-440cc, III. 441-Open, 
IV, Sidecars. Within each division class- 
es will be broken down along existing 
lines, up to the top of the division. For 
example, division II might have 200cc, 
250cc, 350cc and 440cc classes. 

Starting position for each moto would 
be determined by lottery in the staging 
area prior to each event, A rider may 
enter only ONE CLASS per day, Sponsor- 
ing clubs may determine the number of 
places from each moto which will com- 
pete in two *'all-comers'' events at the 
day's end. These events will not pay 
points, but could give trophies and/or 
merchandise awards on the spot. The 
All-comers events would be divided into 
division I in a preliminary race, and 
divisions II and III combined as the 
capper, In these events, a handicap sys- 
tem would be employed with Novices 


starting first, followed at an interval 
dependent on the length of the course and 
time duration by the Amateurs, and then 
by another suitable interval, the Experts, 

All events are scheduled for a certain 
length of time, PLUS TWO LAPS, The

race is over when the first machine A~ 


crosses the finish line after completing 
two laps following the posting of the time 
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flag at that point. Scores are computed ©, 


by the Moto-Cross scoring system and 
based on the number of laps completed 
and finishing position, plus time if neces- 
sary for tie-breaking. 

Clubs will provide atleasttwo course 
marshals with “M” plates to clear the 
course following each event, Two am- 
bulances must be provided. 

Machines will carry three OVAL num- 
ber plates, approximately 8 inches by 10 
inches wide to be securely mounted, one 
on the front forks and one on each side 
behind the rider's legs. Plates may be 
of metal or plastic, but no sharp edges 
shall be exposed which would be a haz- 
ard. Numbers will be in the same color 
code as Scrambles, Novice- white nu- 
merals on green, Amateur- black on 
yellow, Expert- black on white, Side- 
hack- red on white. Standard District 
37 numbers must be used, The $4.00 
charge for a Moto-Cross number in- 
cludes all three sets of numerals, plus 
any changes for advancement in class

during the year. Each person need have . 
but one Moto-Cross number and may. 


compete in any class or division with 
that number. For 1968 no single-digit 
numbers will be issued. 

Machines may compete with either 
fixed or folding footrests, although fixed 
are recommended. Folding pegs must 
have a working return mechanism, All 
machines are subject to technical ex- 
amination at any time, and pre-race 
inspection is stressed. Throttles must 
self-close to ‘‘off’’ position, 

No ‘‘Championship’’ events will be 
awarded sponsoring clubs. 

Dates will be awarded on the usual 
basis, leaving the first Sunday of each 
month and Easter open, No conflict with 
a regionally held National Championship 
run will be scheduled. 

That about wraps it up. The date board 
will be open at the next Sports Commit- 
tee meeting, March 7, and will be closed 
after the April meeting. Clubs are re- 
quested to submit their requests for 
dates as soon as possible, 

Applications for Moto-Cross numbers 
are now being accepted, Use the regular 
District 37 applications available at most 
motorcycle dealers, or write, enclosing 
a self-addressed, stamped, No. 10(busi- 
ness size) envelope to the Moto-Cross 
Steward, andanapplication will be mailed 
to you. 

On the application, print your name, 
address, city and state, as well as the 
Zip code, heavily enough to be legible; 
this is used for the return mailing and 
must be easily read! Write in «MOTO- 
CROSS" and cross out ‘‘Scrambles’’ 
and “Desert” on the application side. It 
is not necessary to alter the card portion 
which will be properly stamped and re- 
turned to you. 

Since applications will determine your 
riding number for *68, get them in early.

AND AWAY WE GO! a | 
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Modifying The 450 Honda 
For Speed Or Sport 
-Part I 


By Dick Kilgroe 


In order to best evaluate which of the 
many available performance accessories 
for the 450 Honda would best suit your 
needs, let's first consider the relative 
likes and dislikes most frequently aired 
by the discriminating rider. 

The first, and most universal com- 
plaint one usually hears, is that 450's 
are just too heavy. Frankly, this is one 
problem that one just learns to live with, 
for even a correctly set up Grand Prix 
450 road racer weighs in at about 350 to 
375 pounds, The first 75 pounds you get 
off a 450 are by far the easiest, as bolt- 
on fiberglass accessories anda different 
exhaust system play a major part of this 
first stage. One thing worth remember- 
ing is that the frame on the 450, which 
weighs about 38 pounds, is extremely 
rugged, and withstands crashes that 
would easily bend many lighter frames 
(a Manx frame weighs 30 pounds). 

If you are interested in building a bona 
fide road racer, a Rickman or Sonic 
Weld type frame might well be worth the 
investment — unless you plan on racing 
in A,M.A, National Events, in which case 
A,M,A, rules state you have to run the 
stock forks, brakes and rame. Anyone 
silly enough to think that a Super Hawk 
front brake and a 160 size rear brake 
will stop a. 450 at racing speed better just 
forget it. In order to have legal A.M.A. 
brakes that stand any chance of stopping, 
you need the 4-shoe brakes off the C.R. 
72-77 Series Honda factory racers, 
which are about as easy to obtain as 
gnats teeth (also quite expensive), 

A last minute development which could 
be of some help to Daytona bound Hondas 
who already have the Cutlass disc brake 
was brought about by an arrangement 


between Cutlass and Airheart to take over 
the manufacture (and hence the liability) 
for the three-year-old proven design’s 
reliability, This resulted in an immedi- 
ate decision by American Honda to sub- 
mit the model already used by Norm 
Reeves and Precision Machining for 
A.M.A, approval.' These units sell for 
$200.00 in ready to install kit form, and 
are the only known remedy for adequate 
racing braking for 450's, Plansareafoot 
to come out with an improved version by 
Laconia time, as Airheart is just too 
overloaded with prior work to guarantee 
any deliveries for at least 60 days. The 
present model brake can be ordered 
through Cutlass on a prepaid 20-day 
delivery basis from Cutlass Disc Brakes, 
5333 Canhuenga, North Hollywood; phone 
(213) 763-4138. 

The combination that won two A,M,A, 
Nationals this year was not the highly 
touted factory prepared team Hansen 
Hondas, but rather a super-tuned over- 
weight «legal A, M.A, type built by Pre- 
cision Machining of San Bruno, who also 
grind the best all out racing cams in the 
business for Hondas and Triumphs. 

It should be noted that Precision Ma- 
chining specializes in race- winning pro- 
duct development primarily, while most 
other manufacturers of similar products 
seem to slant their products more to- 
wards the street/drag market, We have 
seen rather good showings by some 
Weber equipped 450's, and of course 
everyone knows of Harman-Collins re- 
cord with Triumphs. We hope to be as 
fair as possible in our comparisons of 
the different products available for the 
450. We will therefore attempt to show 


the more specific advantages of each 
product mentioned herein, Bear in mind 
that our racing product preferences are 
based on what we've seen win races. 
Nothing else, except maybe direct yna- 
mometer comparisons, really gives the 
buyer anything concrete to consider if 
you want to win races, 


FRAME: There have been some suc- 
cessful attempts made towards modify- 
ing the stock frame to reduce twisting 
and flexing under load, which seems 
incredible to consider until you try to lift 
a 450 engine unaided. The team Hansen 
and Precision Machining Honda had ex- 
tra braces fabricated onto the fork, 
triple clamps and Manx type braces 
added to the rear of the frame, which 
allows removal of the center-middle 
frame member. We feel that the forks 
probably cause more problems than 
frame flexing, but then we also run 19” 
wheels, which seem to help the handling 
of every bike we’ve run 19’s on, For 





one thing, although you get at least ade- 
quate ground clearance of a 450 with 
19's,it becomes necessary to dress off 
parts of the engine mount bolt-ends and 
nuts, as these willgroundout even before 
the exhaust pipes. We also found it 
necessary to relocate the battery box 
3/8'" closer to the left carburetor to 
give the Hosman velocity stacks enough 
clearance to avoid gouging the battery. 
We have successfully used both the Web- 
co 1-3/4’? exhaust pipes, and specially 
fabricated by an muffler shop type 2’’ 
exhaust pipes which definitely show the 
better results, although you have to fabri- 
cate megaphones that are approximately 
6" longer and 1” wider at the big ends 
than Super Hawk megs. We really wish 
somebody would produce megs to these 
approximate specs, as you need all the 
pipe size and length you can get when 
you attack the exhaust ports. We finally 
opened ours up all the way, but that's 
another story which we'll cover later.

ASSOCIATION SEES 
SALES AND SAFETY 


Anaheim, Cal., Feb, 14,— Predictions 
of increased motorcycle driver training 
and other safety factors wereheardhere 
today as members of the motorcycle 
industry trade association completed 
their annual meeting. 

Industry officials said that more 
Americans will be turning toward two- 
wheeled transportation this year, 3 

The Motorcycle, Scooter & Allied 
Trades Association heard reports from 
its committees and the new National 
Highway Safety Bureau on federal and 
state programs designed to improve con- 
ditions for cycle riders, now numbering 
in the millions, Registration of motor- 
cycles has passed the 2,2 million mark 
with California far and away the leading 
state. Dramatic increases in the use of 
cycles on public roads has made them a 
factor in traffic safety programs for the 
first time in recent years. 

The MS&ATA's Safety Advisory Com- 
mittee, composed of some of the nation's 
top traffic safety experts, issued an 


appeal to the states for uniformity of 
driver licensing procedures and safety 
equipment for motorcycles. The trade 
association has issued a “position 
paper’’ urging all states to immediately 
adopt a separate license for two-wheel- 
ers, with an appropriate license testing 
system, Thé industry group proposed 
adoption of a license-testing method de- 
veloped by the American Association of 
Motor Vehicle Administrators. Many 
states started out 1968 with such a 
regulation for the first time, 

Other safety measures advocated by 
the MS&ATA include periodic vehicle 
inspections, legislation which would pro- 
hibit modification of original equipment 
exhaust systems, limitation of the use of 
highways and turnpikes to motorcycles 
and scooters capable of attaining a speed 
of 60 miles-per-hour, and establishment 
of one minimum age requirement for 
both motorcycles and automobiles. 

On the subject of the 1968 sales pic- 
ture, most of the industry sees the 
opportunity for continued growth. The 
general consensus of company officials 
is that driver education for motorcycles 
on a national scale and an improved 
economic situation could make the in- 
dustry outlook even brighter.

SAFETY TRAINING BEGINS 
IN S.F.V. 


By Barbara Adams Dahms 


The Motorcycle Safety Training pro- 
gram of the Los Angeles Adult School got 
underway Saturday at the Adult Occupa- 
tional Training Center in Woodland Hills. 
Chosen on a first-come-first-served 
basis from the sizable registration the 
previous Saturday, the first group of 
thirty-two were greeted by rain for the 
opening session, Though prevented from 
actual riding practice by the wetness, 
the four hours passed quickly in dis- 
cussion and examination of several cy- 
cles, as well as discussion of traffic 
siutations, riding dress, and pre-start 
safety checklist. The first series is 
being taught by Jack Burgan, instructor 
of Driver Education and Driver Training 
with the L.A, City Schools, and Dale 
Martin, instructor of Motorcycle Me- 
chanics at the Adult Occupational Train- 
ing Center, and racing rider. The wealth 
of information that is emerging is fasci- 
nating tothe novice and experienced rider 
alike, Class participants range from 
teen agers to parents of teen agers, 


illis, 





from non-riders to riders, with nearly 
as many women as men, Although it is a 
course in basic techniques there seems 
to be no likelihood of boredom for the 
experienced rider. 

This pilot program, the first of its 
kind in the United States, may well 
prove to be the mostimportant step made 
in the search for greater motorcycle 
safety, Far more basic than legislation 
requiring safety equipment this program 
will endeavor to teach the rider to know 
his machine, its advantages and limita- 
tions, to ride defensively with a full 
awareness of the hazards of the traffic 
duel between the rider and four thousand 
pounds of high powered steel and to en- 
courage consideration of the needs of all 
types of vehicles who must share the 
public roadway, Coupled with a similar 
effort to awaken the auto driver to the 
existence and requirements of the cy- 
clist, this can be a giant step toward the 
goal of peaceful coexistence of two wheel 
and four wheel vehicles.

LAS VEGAS “MINT 400° 
DESERT RALLY 


A $15,600 Off-the-Road, Cross-Coun- 
try motor vehicle race scheduled for 
April 2-4 in Las Vegas, Nevada, to be 
known as “The Mint 400 Del Webb 
Desert Rally’? has been announced by 
Mint Hotel Vice-President, General 
Manager, William G, Bennett. 

*«Unlike other races, it will not a high 
speed race, but speed will be a termin- 
ing factor as in all races," Bennett 
said, in making the official announce- 
ment. 

The race will be limited to 300 vehi- 
cles, including production cars, Desert 
Buggies, 4-wheel drive vehicles and 
motorcycles. NASCAR will officiate the 
race. 

The course will not be revealed to 
competitors until one hour before race 
time. It will cover every conceivable 
type of Nevada terrain. The route will 
wind through rocky areas, sand dunes, 
brush, across washes and flat desert as 
well as over mountainous regions. Roads 


will be used only for exiting from a 
town, crossing impassable terrain, or 
to avoid fenced private property. 

“The race will be designed to pit man 
and his machine against a variety of 
terrain and the elements for a true test 
of endurance, maneuverability and dura- 
bility,” Bennett remarked, 

“The Mint ‘400’ will not be a test of 
speed. The best elapsed time through the 
course will be the only determing factor 
for declaring winners,’’ he added. 

Winners in each division will be vying 
for a guaranteed first prize of $2,000, 
second $1,000, third $500, fourth $250 
and fifth $150. Contingency money and 
other awards will be added to the prize 
list. 
LeRoy Wickham and John Sexton, both 
of Las Vegas and builders of the Ki-O- 
Te Desert Buggie, will be technical 
advisors for the race. The twosome will 
spend nearly three weeks laying out and 
marking the race course. 

“The race will start from Las Vegas, 
Wednesday, April 3rd, head southwest 
to California, pass through a small por- 
tion of Death Valley then back into Ne- 
vada," Wickham explained, **When dri-

Foranentry 
fee of $175, each entry will receive 
deluxe hotel accommodations for two for 
three nights at the Mint Hotel and two 
tickets to the Awards Banquet Thursday, 
April 4th, 

Las Vegas Mayor Oran Gragson will 
be Honorary Starter for the Mint**400". 
The race will start on Fremont Streetin 
front of the Mint Hotel. Las Vegas Police 
will escort the vehicles to the edge of 
town where NASCAR will officially clock 
each entrant out. Approximately 20- 
hours later the first vehicle should cross 
the finish line. Checkpoint cards will be 
issued to each vehicle. Any entrant com- 
pleting the race with improper number 
of checkpoints will be disqualified.

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Boris Murray’s twin-engine Triumph blasted to a record 163 mph!

Last week's speed record, bettered 
again by Boris Murray! As the pro- 
cess of elimination began at Irwin- 
dale Raceway, the twin engine Tri- 
umph set a new mark in miles per 
hour at 163.00 and won top bike honors. 


But it wasn't as easily accomplished 
as it's written in this column, 

A limited number of tuning runs kept 
qualifying times below par for the quar- 
ter mile. Seven entries were in for top 
bike eliminations and the final tally 
yielded a total of six, since Don Mc 
Evoy's twin engine Triumph was set 
aside due to a scattered rear engine, 


— Bob Ebeling led the field of six with the 


best elapsed time of 10.43 seconds, 
- Ebeling was matched with Don Har- 
ris's new twin engine Triumph for round 
one of top bike contention. A green light 
found both machines out of the hole in a 
synchronized movement, but Harris was 
crossed up and had to shut down. Ebeling 
gathered an easy lead but lost it when 


. his transmission jumped out of gear and 


Harris straightened out the weaving path 
his double had taken and lifted the slides 
to full open. 

Second match had Joe Smith and Boris 
Murray side by side. The greatest differ- 
ence in this show of two top machines, 
was Murray's Bonneville fairing that 
had been scraped of encrusted salt and 
donned for the quarter mile. On the 
green Joe gathered a mini second jump 
and looked good until the eighth mile post 
when a shift to third was missed. Boris 
Murray stretched out to a long lead that 
‘secured round victory and the new miles 
per hour record of 163 flat in 9,51 sec- 
onds. Despite the Harley- Davidson's un- 
cooperative gearbox, Joe Smith's timing 
ticket read 10.14 seconds! 

Third up for a race to the gold was 
Bob Braverman's twin engine Yamaha 
and the 45-inch Triumph of Rich Rich- 
ards, 

Jim Cook was riding for Richards and 
did a good dead in the first eight, but a 
partial engine seizure held the 45 back 
as Braverman’s side of the strip flashed 
winner’s lights. 


Round Two 


Of course the remaining three pro- 
vided an odd number and Braverman 
drew the lucky straw that let him sit 
aside as Don Harris and Boris Murray 
had at it. Twin engine Triumphs when 
side by side, belching nitro flames 
through brass echo tubes make quite a 
thunderous sound. The starting signal 
provided a show of equal reflexes but 
again Harris was plagued with crossing 
up and a narrow margin of control, Mur- 
ray was able to run straight for another 
step closer to top bike, 

Not much time had elapsed before 
Braverman and Murray were hanging on 
to projecting door handles or bumpers 
of the two cars and heading for the start- 
ing area. 

Braverman staged with a slight appre- 
hension that the odds were not on his 
side, when faced against the 163 record 
machine, As a result, when the green 
flashed on Braverman had already left, 
just a shade too soon for a red light 
glimmered that gave an automatic win to 
Murray. The Triumph needed that for- 
feit, for Murray’s rear chain parted and 
he was forced to coast through the lights 
at the end of a quarter mile. 


. . . Yamaha Record 


Glory be!, those two- strokes are quick, 
Ron Knapp's 250cc drag bike is using an 
engine which in its early days piloted 
Bob Braverman's 250cc drag bike. The 
power must reall be reaching the 
ground, for Knapp is setting elapsed 
times never approached by Braverman, 
except when the fuel was spiced with 
alcohol. Sunday at Irwindale Knapp’s best 
time ticket showed a fantastic 11.72 
elapsed time and it was only one of the 
many eleven second sprints. 


Lions 


A lot of entries, 90 per cent of which 
are tuning for the Nine Hundred Dollar 
meet of Saturday, March 23rd. With the 
big date only a scant three weeks away, 
entries were high and a great substitute 
pit director was standing in for Ed 
Thompson, Lions normal high official. 
Zeman was the man’s name and because 
of the fine job done we will hereafter 
refer to him as Mr, Zeman. 


Stockers 

All shapes and sizes of quick contend- 
ers, Four class winners consistently 
knocking at a 12 second door with low 
13 second times, Two Harleys, one Nor- 
ton, one Suzuki were in this top group 
but to the surprise of three, Mike La- 
polla rode his 750cc Norton into a top 
stock bike victory. Lapolla also turned 
in the best elapsed time of all stock 
bikes at 13.01 seconds. Best in the miles 
per hour group was Ed McDonald and a 
55 inch Sportster at 100.11 miles per 
hour. 


Modified 
Its no real surprise to see Jack Mur- 

phy's 250cc Suzuki win the top modified 
title, especially when he turns consistent 
quick E.T.'s like todays best of 12,56 
seconds. That two-stroke screamer is 
not strong in elapsed time only. ‘Old 
Man" Murphy's winning ticket showed a 
speed of 105.11 miles per hour, 

Gassers 


Speed and quick times are of no secret 
to American Speed Cycle as attests the 
results shown with their 650cc Triumph. 
Without question they were awarded top 
Gas honors at Lions drag strip when the 
best ticket showed results of 11.89 sec- 
onds at 111,24 miles per hour. AtIrwin- 
dale Raceway Nira Johnson's Triumph 
gasser clocked a best of 11.63 seconds, 
I have a feeling in my bones that's either 
rheumatism or the signs of a great race 
coming up.

OHIO M/C BUFFS WORK TO REPEAL BAD LAW 


"We're going to wear helmets," Paul Schlezel said, "but we don't need 


big brother to tell us we have to." 


Paul is a Toledo, Ohio motorcycle dealer and a member of the Glass City 
Motorcycle Club. Glass City members are the people who've finally decided 
to do something about laws which restrict motorcyclists. 

We've all been griping about the laws since they first started getting 
passed but most of us have failed to do anything constructive about changing 


them. 


“We've all been yelling and screaming about the helmet laws and other 
restrictive legislation,” Paul said, "but we've been yelling and screaming at 
each other. Now what good is it if I ride a motorcycle and you ride a motor 
cycle and we go around complaining to each other about the laws?” 

So Paul and the rest of the Glass Citiers decided to do something. They 
started a legal fund and hired John P. Henahan, a lawyer with experience 
defending motorcycles and motorcyclists in court. 

Paul said Henahan hasn’t decided what course of action to take yet but 
it looks like he will ask for a judicial ruling on the constitutionality of the 
law in the state, rather than taking a test case to court. 

"If we take a test case to court the ruling might come in a hurry but it 
would just be for Lucas County,” Paul said, “and we want a ruling for the 


whole state.” 


Paul is no newcomer to the world of motorcyclist harassment. Last sum- 
mer he began operating a ‘scrambles track in southern Michigan, just across 
the state line from Toledo. One race was run and Paul was arrested. 

“They didn’t come out and drag me away or anything,” he said, “but they 


did take out a warrant for my arrest.” 


He’s currently appealing a conviction in the case. 
The club has had problems like that, too. They’d planned a four hour 
marathon on land owned by a member and leased to the club. But the long 


am pulled the stops on that one, too. 


But the Ohio helmet law is what the club is fighting now. At last report 
almost $700 had been collected from clubs, dealers and individuals for the 
fight. Paul predicted that by the end of February the club will have achieved 


half of its $3,000 goal. 


“There are 121,000 bikes registered in the state of Ohio,” Paul said, 
“and everyone who rides a bike ought to be concerned about this law.” 

“We might not win this thing," Paul said, “but we think we’ve got a good 
case, Anyway we're going to draw a lot of attention and let them know we 


can't be pushed around."

In April the transaction from winter 
to summer racing begins, The honor of 
the first TT of the year goes to the 
Pirates of Youngstown, The race is 
scheduled for April 14. 

By May there should be scrambles 
all over the place and enough sportsman 
hill climbs and short tracks to keep 
most everyone happy. 

In June things really get hopping with 
as many as 13 events, including eight 
scrambles, a sportsman hill climb and 
a sportsman short track, all scheduled 
on a single Sunday afternoon, 

Several clubs in the state, including 
the Norwalk Cardinals, Western Reserve 
Flyers of Salem and Galion’s Sunset 
Ramblers, have lighted short tracks so 
there will be more than afternoon racing 
for Ohio racers and fans. 

In the fall championship events roll 
around again and five clubs have sched- 
uled them in different areas of competi- 
tion, 

The Sunset Ramblers will hold the 
sportsman short track championship 
August 31. It will be held under the 
lights, 


The district champion sportsman hill 
climber will win the honor at a Sports- 
man Hillclimbers meet scheduled for 
September 8. 

The four hour cross country cham- 
pionship will be decided at a Black- 
hawk’s meet scheduled for September 29, 

The state TT championship will again 
this year be held by the Dayton Motor- 
cycle Club. They’ve scheduled the race 
for October 20, 

And finally the state championship 
hare scramble has again gone to the 
Singing Wheels. They’ve scheduled the 
race for Nov. 10, late enough for plenty 
of mud to collect on the course. 

Another interesting note is that one 
English Trials was scheduled for the 
year. The **keep your feet up’’ competi- 
tion hasn’t been too popular in Ohio but 
maybe this one scheduled for next fall 
by the Mound Riders will reverse the 
trend, 

A state championship enduro is not 
listed on the AMA sanction schedule, 
The event was held by the Athens Motor- 
cycle Club last year. 

It looks like it should be a good year. 
Almost every weekend there is a race 
within easy driving or riding distance 
of nearly anyone in the state, 

The events are there. Events to satisfy 
the style of every competitor and the 
wishes of every spectator. Buta schedule 
is just a piece of paper and it will take 
the support of every rider and fan to 
make the year everything it promises, 

Like they say, racing — it makes the 
world better.

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PROFILE: FRITZ HOLMBERG 
A Dealer With Something to Say

Fritz Holmberg, owner of Cascade 
Honda Sales in Tacoma, Washington is 
a dealer with something to say about 
the motorcycle industry. 

“IT feel there is little too much greed 


on the part of the parent companies," 


he began. “We were once the largest 
Honda dealer in this area but no longer. 
I feel that there has been too much 
discounting on the part of dealers and 
that it has hurt business in this area, 
Within the last few years, dealerships 
in this area reached a saturation point. 
I do think that things are beginning to 
clear up a little now but all of us were 
hurt by this. 

“A dealer can't do anything about this 
situation, The franchise agreements one 
signs are primarily concerned with what 
the dealer will do for the factory rather 
than what the factory will do for the 
dealer. A few companies — BSA and 
BMW come to my mind right now— seem 
to be pretty fair about not overloading 
areas but most factories seem to be 
willing to set up anybody who has alittle 
money and will sign the agreement. 

**Another thing the factories are doing 
that hurts the business is allowing fran- 
chises to dealers in situations where 
the bikes are only an added attraction 
rather than the only means of livelihood. 
These dealers can afford to cut prices 
and discount items, For example: a ski 
shop in this area is handling bikes. The 
bike sales are all gravy to them since 
they make their main profit from ski 
equipment. I feel we’ve lost a hundred 
sales to them in the last year. This sort 
of thing tees me off. I’m in the motor- 
cycling business and because of the greed 
of certain factories Pm losing sales to 
a ski shop. I don’t believe anybody 
should be able to monopolize any item, 
but there should be some considerations 
given to those of us who make our 
living exclusively from that item. 

*In the early *60's we were leading 
this area in sales and we put alot of our 
profit back into the business, I don’t 
exactly know what happened but I guess 
the parent company figured that if one 
dealer was doing that well, then two 
dealers would do twice as well. Every 
year the pie gets cut a little thinner, 
plus the fact that it kills a dealer’s 
incentive. I had been told that I could 
put sub-dealers out in my area without 
worrying. Then one day I got word that 
one of my sub-dealers was a dealer. 
This sort of thing burns you up when 
it happens. 

=I can understand the views of the 
parent companies, I suppose they figure 
that competition among dealers in an 
area wil weed out the weaker ones, 
However, I think the Japanese com- 
panies especially compete with each 
other to see who can get the most deal- 
ers into an area. Of course, there is a 
point of diminishing returns for the 
parent companies who overload in this 
manner. A lot of dealers have gone under 
in the last few years. One of the dealers 


in this area who was the worst discount- 
er has now lost his franchise. But all 
the same, he was in business almost 
two years and he cost us a lot of sales, 

“It’s too bad we dealers did not get 
organized at the beginning of this growth 
period and work out something to pro- 
tect ourselves from this overloading. 
It has always seemed to me that the 
motorcycle companies could use the 
number and kinds of auto dealers in an 
area as some kind of criteria for judg- 
ing how many franchises to let out in 
that area, Some system should be worked 
out, that's for certain. 


*Another point, especially with the 
Japanese bikes, is the lack of inter- 
changeable parts between the different 
models, A lot of our profit and working 
capital goes right back to the parent 
company for parts. One of these days 
every dealer is going to have a building 
full of parts and no working capital, 

*[ am beginning to believe that the 
parent companies are doing this on pur- 
pose. There are so many items which 
could easily be made interchangeable. 
Every model that comes out has a whole 
line of new parts. It’s not only the initial 
cost of the parts that hurts the dealer, 
it’s also taking the time to order them 
and creating places to keep them, It just 
gets more involved all the time and 
there seems to be no improvement in 
sight. 


**We've got 60 to "70 different cables 
for Hondas alone. Simple things — clutch 
parts, gear parts, each is different in 
every new model. In nuts, bolts and 
Screws for Hondas we have over 6,000 
items, This represents over $300 whole- 
sale outlay for just nuts, bolts and 
Screws! Pm certain the whole thing 
could have been covered with less than 
$100 worth if there was any degree of 
interchangeability. It just seems as if 
the parent companies are raking their 
dealers over the coals in a sly sort of 
way. 

**We used to have organizations which 
pretty much held discounting in check in 
this area. Sales stayed up and dealers 
could afford to stock a lot of parts, Then 
the dealers got to feuding among them- 
selves. Here in the Northwest the motor- 
cycle business is seasonal and it isn't 
the kind of business where you can sup- 
port price cutting and feuds between 
dealers, We have to keep experienced 
help year around and pay them on the 
profits we make during the season. A 
dealer who handles motorcycles alone 
has to stretch his profits from the sea- 
son throughout the whole year and it 
seems like the parent companies are 
hindering rather than helping him, The 
distributors make money but the dealers 
do not, The situation should be rectified,'" 

Fritz's comments on present legisla- 
tion were concise. “It’s ridiculous,” he 
said, **A motorcycle isn't dangerous. I 
can look at a motorcycle all day and it 
won't hurt me. It's the operator who may 
be dangerous. But an operator shouldn't 
be forced to protect himself. We seem to 
be developing a strongly protective so- 
ciety and I for one don't like it! The 
driver's test doesn't prove anything. 
Many accidents are caused by a type of 
personality and temperament which isn't 
going to show up under test conditions, 
These laws aren't solving anything, just 
creating a lot of redtape for any potential 
motorcycle owner to go through before 
he buys his machine, 

“Motorcyclists are poorly organized 
and represented. We need a strong lead- 
er if we are going to improve this situa- 
tion, All of us hear rumors of these laws 
before they passed. Now we’re hollering 
and it’s really too late, and it’s really 
our own fault. We should have acted 
earlier, It seems to me that what the 
society wants is for everybody to stand 
in one place and vibrate — that way none 
of us will bother each other!” _ 

Fritz Holmberg first entered the 
motorcycle business in Missoula, Mon- 
tana in 1957. “‘I was going tothe Univer- 
sity of Mexico prior to that,’ he stated, 
“and a friend of mine there was writing 
articles for a Mexico City motorcycle 
publication. I got to attending meets and 
club meetings with him and one day I 
mentioned that we did not have a motor- 
cycle shop in my home town. He sug- 
gested that when I returned to Missoula 
it might be a good business to start. I 
wrote some letters to Triumph and BSA 
and when I returned to Montana I had a 
BSA franchise. In 1960, I left my shop 
in Montana and moved to Tacoma, I’ve 
been in business here since 1960."

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Committee For Better Motorcycling Fights Back Xo x 


Answers Anti-M/C Radio Editorial

Following the Southern California Road 
Riders Committee assurance of mini- 
mum postage and printing expenses, the 
Committee for Better Motorcycling has 
launched a campaign of rebuttals to those 
editorials appearing in the news media 
calling for mandatory helmets for motor- 
cyclists. The latest effort was recently 
broadeast on Radio Station KNX, the 
CBS outlet for the Southland, 

“Staff announcer: Replying to a re- 
cently broadcast KNX editorial, here is 
Mr. Robert Fee, Coordinator for the 
Committee for Better Motorcycling. Mr. 
Fee." 


“KNX has suggested a special motor- 
cycle driver's license; The Committee 
for Better Motorcycling agrees. 

“KNX also suggests motorcycle edu- 
cation courses in the public schools; 
CBM also agrees — for how else can a 
beginning cyclist learn of the value of 
protective clothing and safety helmets? 

“Unfortunately, the use of a safety 
helmet in no way contributes to the con- 
trol of any vehicle and is of no benefit 
to the general public or other users of 
the road. The individual’s use of a safe- 
ty helmet is not the proper object of 
police power nor criminal penalties. 


“The loss of the freedom to choose 
the form of your personal protection will 


not stop with the State requiring helmets 
on motorcyclists. It will sson apply to 
automobiles. A high official of the Fed 
eral Transportation Agency has stated, 
“There is no real safety in any motor 
vehicle until the driver and all passen- 
gers are recuired to wear protective 
helmets.” 

“This year the State seeks to deny 
the motorcyclist his freedom to choose 
his personal protection. For his own 
good, of course. When the door is open, 
the principle established, and the State 
seeks to deny you the same right, it will 
be for your own good. 

*Now is the time to stop this Big 
Brother, Welfare-istic, Protectionism. 
Instruct your representatives to vote NO 
on AB 289 and Senate Bill 111. 

"This year the State calls for the 
freedom of the motorcyclist. When the 
State calls for your freedom, will there 
be anyone left to speak? 

"Mandatory helmets proposed in AB 
289 and Senate Bill 111 should not be- 
come law." 


**Staff announcer: You have just heard 
Mr. Robert Fee, Coordinator for the 
Committee for Better Motorcycling, re- 
plying to a recently broadcast KNX 
editorial,” 

The CBM bases its anti-helmet posi- 
tion on two premises: 


1. The individual must bear some re- 
sponsibility and provide for his own 
safety. The restriction of liberty, or of 
property rights of the individual, solely 
for the protection of that individual are 
not legitimate objects of the police 
power in general, or of the police power 
as particularly applied to the regulation 
of motor vehicles. If the majority can 
set itself up to judge, in matters of indi- 
vidual welfare, between right and wrong, 
and enforce those judgements with crim- 
inal penalties, then all areas of personal 
liberty will be jeopardized, 


2. There is no end, once the door is 
opened, Protective clothing is already 
being mentioned in the same breath as 
safety helmets, As implied in statement 
#1, all areas of personal liberty will 
follow safety helmets through the door, 
That door must be kept shut. Now is the 
time for all-out, unreserved resistance 
including demonstrations and political 
involvement, if necessary, to preserve 
our personal liberty. 


Polis conducted among road riding 
motorcyclists show that the CBM repre- 
sents the feelings of 9075 of the riders 
and so states in it’s communications 
with state legislators. 
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As the CBM is a small group actively 
trying to better the sport, not alleditor- ‘© 
ials and articles attacking the sport are 
noticed, Motorcyclists interested in their 
sport and hobby are asked to clip and 
send those articles they read to the 
Committee at 105 No. Vermont Ave,, 
Glendora, Calif, 91740. Anyone noticing 
a. broadcast (radio or T.V.) editorial is 
asked to notify the committee by post* 
card. Naturally anyone wanting to help 
defray committee expenses are welcome 
to do so. 

Both the CBM and Cycle News feel 
that the freedom the State wishes to 
restrict is worth fighting for and on your 
behalf will fight on.

SADDLEBACK Park

You can’t imagine a more perfect 
place to ride than Saddleback Park! It 
opened Friday, March 1 so we went 
down to take a first day advantage on 
some of the trails and found a play- 
ground that far exceeded our wildest 
dreams. 

There are over 700 acres of hills 
etc., to trail on. A beautifully graded 
one-way road runs around the outside 
perimeter of the Park with a 20 mile an 
hour speed limit on it, but it’s stil steep 
enough in spots tomake it interesting and 
the views from the top of the ridges are 
marvelous. 

At any point you can plunge off the 
road and go out in the boonies on your 
own but there are patrolmen riding 
around in brilliant yellow jumpers just 
in case you should get yourself into 
trouble. 

The TT scrambles track is beautiful, 
Fast, smooth with banked turns and a 
jump that could be maybe a little less 
steep on the incline and we thoroughly 
enjoyed skidding around on it, 

The moto-cross course was another 
matter! For once we have a real moto- 
cross circuit. Belgium champion Joel 
Robert laid it out by the same method 
used in Europe. He blazed a trail on his 
bike and the others followed to mark it 
out and it's a real challenge. There are 
no straightaways, you're either going up 
or down but there are no dangerous con- 
ditions such as rocks etc., but it isnot a 
course for the undeveloped rider or, as 
far as our personal opinion, a 100cc 
class. This section will be kept fenced 
off to keep the public from riding itas it 
is intended purely for moto-cross events 
and, after watching several trail bike 





riders flop on it, to prevent anyone 
getting hurt. We got around it one time 
without falling off and then collapsed and 
now just can't wait to see a moto-cross 
on that track! Its a bear! One point has 
a steep hill you zoom down into a sandy 
fully turning left at the same time but 
you can’t fudge an instant because im- 
mediately you're going up another steepy. 
Phew! 

The Park is still incomplete and ac- 
cording to Joe Parkhurst, one of those 
involved in it and who was riding patrol 
that day, there will be a lot of changes 
to come in the future, Plans are fora 
clubhouse overlooking the moto-cross 
circuit along with an accessory shop and 
a place for riders to work on their ma- 
chines, A kiddy playground with swings 
etc., will come so mom and dad can trail 
leaving the kids something to do, and a 
better entrance-exit roadway is under 
construction now, 

The first event will be a moto-cross 
on March 25th and on July 4th a Hill- 
climb is scheduled. They call the hill 
*"The Matterhorn'' and when you see it 
you'll know why. We suggest that if you 
like hillclimbs, don't miss this one! 

The Park is open from 10:00 a.m. to 
dark daily, admission is $2.00 per vehi- 
cle and helmets are required. If you don't 
have one you canrentoneatthe entrance. 
To get to the Park drive East on Chap- 
man Avenue off the Newport Freeway to 
Santiago Canyon Road. Turn right to 
Peters Canyon Road and turn left to the 
entrance gate. 

Both the scrambles course and the 
moto-cross course are available for 
clubs to throw events; for information 
call (714) 639-5832.
